Sixty-two fire claims were 
answered in the City of Hazard 
during 1957 -a low for recent 
years, Fire Chief Lawrence Size- 
more announced today. 

Chief Sizemore said: 

“It is a compliment to the 
people of Hazard that we have 
been able to hold fires down 
last year We have cut our aver- 
age almost in half.” Sizemore 
said the city "not too long ago” 
was avenging 110 calls a year. 

Fires cost the city last year 
according to Sizemore, “but 
$39,925, and of this, $30,000 re- 
sulted from one blaze, the Engle 
Funeral Home."

Washington, D C.. Jan. 21— 
The necessity for removing the 
existing tax roadblocks to need- 
ed expenditures for exploration 
in the mining industry was em 
phasized at a House Ways and 
Meins hearing today by Lin- 
coln Arnold, chairman of the 
Tax Committee of the American 
Mining Congress, a national or 
ganization representing all 
branches of the mining indus- 
try 

Arnold pointed out th at un- 
der current law a mining com- 
pany may deduct exploration 
expenses only to the extent of 
$100,000 per year, and that 
this restriction is causing the 
mining industry to lag behind 
the nation's needs 'or new dis- 
coveries He also pointed out 
that present law limits such 
deductions tor exploration by 
any taxpayer to four years only, | 
and that since this provision 
has now been ir. effect for 
seven years, most mining com- 
pinies no longer are allowed 
to deduct any exploration ex- 
penditures.

Social Security Urged 
For Teachers Of Stale 

Teachers should have Social Security cover- 
age in addition to their Kentucky Teachers Re- 
tirement System When the State-Federal Agree- 
ment to provide Social Security coverage for 
employees of the State of Kentucky was passed 
teachers were manditorily excluded at that time 
because of the retirement system Since that 
time the Federal Social Security Act has been 
amended and provides a process by which mem- 
bers of a retirement system, who were exclud- 
ed from this coverage, may now obtain Social 
Security coverage However, the Kentucky State 
Statute has never been amended 

Two steps are necessary before Social Se- 
curity can be made available to teachers First, 
the Kentucky State Legislature must pass prop- 
er enabling legislation. Second, a referendum 
vote be held to determine whether a majority 
of the members of the Kentucky Teachers Re- 
tirement System desire Social Security Cover- 
age. 

Social Security would not jeopardize the 
present Kentucky Tpachers Retirement System 
Teachers of Indiana and North Carolina have 
both and are well pleased with it. 

Under our present retirement system »hc 
dependents haven't any protection in case of 
the teachers death Under the present amend- 
ments being proposed to be added to the Ken- 
tucky Teachers Retirement S .stem giving 
fringe benefits similar to Social Security, teach- 
ers need to consider and compare these with 
Social Security separate from the retirement 
system 

Under the survivors benefits proposed as 
amendments to the Kentucky Teachers Retire- 
ment System, a widow would receive $40 per 
month; one unmarried child under 1H years of 
age $40 per month; two unmarried children 
under 18 years of age $70 per month: three 
unmarried children under 18 years of age $00 
per month; four or more unmarried children 
under 18 years of age $100 per month. The 
teachers retirement account would be given 
in lieu for these benefits 

Under Social Security coverage if the 
teacher averaged $200 per month on retirement, 
he would draw $78.50 per month in ..ddition 
to his retirement check The retirement check 
would not affect the Social Security cheek. The 
retired teacher would receive two checks in- 
stead of one. In case of death the widow would 
receive $5090 per month; widow and one n- 
married child under 18 years of age $117.80 
per month; widow and two unmarried children 
under 18 years of age would receive $157.10 
per month The account in the Kentucky Teach- 
ers Retirement System would be paid to his 
estate and not Mcrifiaed for fringe benefits. 

If a teacher averaged $300 per month and 
was covered by Social Security on retirement 
he would draw $98 50 per month plus his re- 
tirement check. In case ot death his widow 
would receive $73 90 per month; widow and one 
unmarried child under 18 years of age $147 80; 
and a widow and two unmarried children un- 
der 18 years of age would receive $197.10 per 
month. Women teachers can be fully insured 
under Social Security the same as men

New Interest In Kentucky's John Marshall Harlan 



On December 7, 1923, Gov. Edwin P. Mor- 
row, then president of the Kentucky Historical 
Society, presided at the presentation of the 
portrait of John Marshall Harlan, associate jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the United States 
and native Kentuckian. The portrait was paint- 
ed by a prominent Louisville artist, Miss Sophie 
DeBuu. G ay, for the Baldwin Law Book Co of 
Chicago. ..lorrow had persuaded the company 
to doj* ,e the portrait of Harlan to the society 
to hang in Its extensive museum in the Old 
Capitol Building. 

It has been 46 years since Harlan’s death. 
Historians are now beginning to study the life 
of this eminent jurist and to attempt to assess 
his place in American history. On the west 
const, John S. Goff of the University of South- 
ern Californi i recently completed a study of 
Harlan which w.:s published in Th* Register of 
the Kentucky Historial Society, the Common- 
wealth’s official historial journal. Alan F. Wes- 
tin of the Yale University Lav School in Con- 
necticut is writing a full-length biography of 
the justice. 



Perhaps much recent interest in Harlan 
can be attributed to the nomination of his 
grandson and namesake by Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in 1954 to Supreme Cour. But this alone 
can not account for the increase activity of pro- 
fessional scholars in reviving and re-appraising 
the life and career of Associate Justice John 
Marshall Harlan of Kentucky. 

Ho was one of the first of a new breed of 
justices to consistently advocate “change with 
the times." His tenure of office extended from 
1877 to his death in 1911, years of economic 
and industrial growth in America. Often as the 
lone or "great" dissenter, Harlan played a lead- 
ing role in the formidable task of interpreting 
the Constitution of the United States to fil the 
special and changing needs of an industrial so- 
ciety. His famous dissents read like majority 
opinions of the present Supreme Court. 

Before his appointment to the Supreme ' 
Court, Harlan was county judge of Franklin 
County, a colonel in- the Union Army, attorney i 
general of Kentucky, and unsuccessful Kepub 
lican candidate lor governor in 1871 and 1875.

The big white trailer, the tuberculosis X- 
ray unit manned by the Kentucky State De- 
partment of Health and donated by Elk lodges 
of Kentucky, is a familiar and pleasing sight 
to Ferry Countians. For several years it has 
come to park on a Hazard street and has wel- 
comed all comers with a free chest X-ray. It has 
been to all Ferry Countians, and especially to 
those who have been reassured or warned in 
time about tuberculosis, a sign of the efficiency 
and goodwill of our welfare and fraternal or- 
ganizations. 

The trailer is coming again to Ferry Coun- 
ty next week This time the unit will be more 
efficient than ever--but it will not welcome 
all comers with an X ray. A new policy for 
tuberculosis X-rays is being announced all over 
the United Stajes Emphasis will be placed on 
reaching persons who are most likely to have 
tuberculosis X-rays wiil be given to anyone 
over 40. Thej will be given persons under 20 
years of age only d they have positive read- 
ings on tuberculin skin tests. According to Dr. 
Collins, Chairman of Ferry County's Board ol 
Health, a positive stain test does not mean that 
a person has tuberculosis but that he has been 
exposed to someone who has Therefore, the 
most recent program for tuberculosis caseflnd- 
ing calls for X-raying of persons with positive 



tests and their close associates. 

The physician will decide how often a 
person under 20 with a positive skin test should 
be X-rayed It is general practice for a person 
over 21 with a positive skin test to be X-rayed 
once a year. 

The tuberculosis skin test is available from 
the Ferry County Health Department It is very 
important for all our citizens to hjve this test 
and thus to know whether or not to be X-rayed 
and now often. The new policy for skin testing 
and X-raying can be more successful as it is 
aimed at persons who are more likely io have 
been exposed to tuberculosis But it cannot 
work unless we all have a skin test made. U 
you have any questions about or waut to mike 
an appointment for the skin testing or the X- 
ray. call the Ferry County Health Department
